Santlagio, Not. 1.— Senor Bartoll De 
Martismas of the Cuban provisional 
council has Issued An addrMS to the 
delegfttea now in tttwduico at Santa 
Gnu del Snr. The address in part is 
as follows: 

"The Cubans accepted the assistance 
of America, although not knowing ex 
aetljr what were the American aims. 
Just aa thojr would hare aceeptod help 
from any country in their flght a^olngt 
Spain. As the contest progressed Cu- 
bans in the field were gratified to hear 
Of a solemn desiro bj the United States 
eongrssa regarding the intentions of 
the American government and the path 
they would follow in the Spajilsh- 
American war. America came to our 
help to compel Spain to relinquish her 
•orarelgntr ovar Caha la ordar that 
the Cubans themselves mii^t ha placed 
In power and that they might have 
possession of the island, and have a 
government of their own. inerefore, 
the CuImuis agreed to oo-operate with 
the Americans, to obey orders issued 
by American generals and to help In 
all possible ways to establish a Cuban 
government wherever the Americans 
took posaesaion. 

"Though America did not recognize 
the government of Cuba, it was under 
stood that the Cubans would not on 
that account abandon their organlza- 
Uon, but on the contrary, tne time 
would come when such recognition 
would ha granted. 

"Nevertheless, It has not heen possi- 
ble to establish direct relatioos between 
the Cuban and American governments 
(or the tranaaction of public business, 
although the character of our rela- 
tions throughout the war was friendly. 
But we have now reached a time when, 
even more than in the days of fight- 
ing, it is incumbent upon all Cubans 
to show troa patrlotlam and which is 
making every exertion that America 
has given Cuba freedom and tp make 
prompt arrangements for paying off 
the Cubans now in arms and for get- 
ting the country Into working order.''

Knoxvllle, Nov. 1. — There was quite 
a disturbance at tho railroad station 
her© about midnight. 

A battalion of the Tenth colored cav- 
alry waa passing through oo ita way 
from the niiladclphia jubilee to heed- 
quarters at Huntsville, Ala., and at 
this point they refused to allow the 
train to proceed under the orders of 
the railroad authoritlaa. 

The olBcers of the battalion left the 
train at KnoxviUe to get something 
to eat, with instructions to the men 
not to allow it to leave the station until 
their return. The railroad ofiQclals 
wanted to move the train before the 
oflleers returned and the soldiers would 
not permit It. It Is alleged by the rail- 
road authorities that the ofilcers went 
up town and remained away for an 
hour or more, leaving the train stand- 
log OB the main track. The railroad 
people became impatient and attempted 
to move, but some of the troops board- 
ed the engine and ordered the engineer 
not to start. The railroad superin 
tendant then appealed to General Ma- 
Oook of the war Invaatlgating com- 
alMlon to Interfere,' but being a n- 
tired oflicer he referred them to the 
commanding ofticer of the post 

In the meantime the officers of the 
battalion returned and the train moved 
oir.

No Ameri- 
can should come expecting to strike it 
rich, and no persons should come here 
without plenty of money to pay board 
bills and hava enough to take them 
back to their hoakaa In the United 
Statea. There are several hundred 
thousand working Porto Ricans ready 
to fill all vacant Jobs and at a low 
price."

Washington, Nov. 1. — Ambassador 
Hitchcock, at St Peteraburg, haa been 

In communication with the state de- 
partment regarding the establishment 
of steamship communication between 
the United SUtes and Russia with a 
view to an increase of trade between 
the two countries.

Charleston, W. Va.. Nov. 1.— A ser- 
ious dash bS t wssB federal and state 
Judicial authorities is expected here. 
Maynard F. Stiles, attorney for Henry 
0. King of New York, obtained from 
tha Ualtad States circuit court here 
an Injunction to prohibit tbe shwrilt of 
Logan county from selling the land ot 
his client for taxes. 

Judge Doolittie of the circuit court 
of Logan county issued a rule against 
Stilea for contempt After hearing 
Stiles' answer to the ruling. Judge 
Do<rtlttle committed Stiles to Jail to 
remain there until injunction proceed- 
ings in the federal court were dis- 
missed. Stilea was placed in the coun- 
ty Jail and an ailplleation waa made

One of the best evidtmoea of the value 
of lightning rods op to date baa been 
afforded by the Washington monument 
It is capped by a small four sided pyra- 
mid of aluminium, which metal, so 
cheap today, was very costly at the 
time of the building of the greatest 
obelisk th«t tlie world has ever known. 
This alnmlnlvm tip is connected with 
the ground by f onr copper rods which 
go down deep into the earth. On April 
5, 188i5, five immense bolts of electrici- 
ty were seen to flash between the monu- 
ment and a thundercloud overhanging 
in tlM ooqree of 80 miuotes. In other 
trotMi tho monnnsBt was struck fierce- 
ly five times, bot It soffeied no damago 
whatever. 

On June 16 of the same year a more 
tremendous assault was mado upon the 
monument from the heavens, und the 
result was a fracture of one of the top- 
most stones. Tba eiaok still remains to 
show wbat natnte can do In tba way of 
an electrical shock, but the sllgbtness 
of the damage is evidence of man's 
power to protect himself from such at- 
tacks. The obelisk is ideally located for 
Attmcting electrical assaults from the 
aklss* and yet, while many times hit, it 
has snffered onlyoncsk and that time to

The venerable Jacob Outten, whope 
serioua illneaa bad been meotioaed the 
1 past few weeks, died last night at ten 
^ miaatM put 0 o'oldak at bit bom* on 
West Second okrooi' Hii health bad 
beeu failing for a year or so, as a reenlt of 
disease of the kidneys, complicated with 
otbor trodbtol. Hii itraoft yttdlity en- 
•blod Um, bowcrer, lo keep up and 
about bis home and workshop almost to 
the very last, and only a few minutes 
before bis death be was ablo, with • lit- 
tle Mslitaaoe, to ait on the side of bis 
bed. His relatives who were with him 
noticed no alarming change in his condi- 
tion, bat shortly afterwards, as be sank 
baek cm his pillow, tb«w wn t deep 
■iKh, a feeble izasp and the spark of his 
earthly life had {rone out forover. 

Deceased was one of Maysville's oldest 
native eltlseoo.
